Manu.a, Aug. 9 .—Aguinaldo appealed 
to the powers for recognition of “ tTli- 
pmo 
indepeudeuce” in a document 
dated from Tarlac, July 27, aud signed 
by Buencamino. 
It was received by all 
the foreign consuls in Manila, w ith the 
request that they forw ard to their re- 
spt'ctive governments. 
The Filipinos use their old argum ent 
that they had conquered the sovereignty 
of these islands from Spain before the 
signing of the treaty of Paris aud there­ 
fore Spain was in no position to eede 
them to the United States. 
They ar- 
trued that the po.ssession of 7,000 Span­ 
ish prisoners, captured, w ith their arms, 
fighting against the Filipinos, “is elo­ 
quent proof of the nullity of Spanish 
wvereignty, as when they surrendered 
¿pain’s hold was irrevocably lost.” 
The document then said: 
“ Replying to the Siwinish commis­ 
sion’s it*qm‘st to release the prisoners 
fi^cauce Spain no longer has political iu- 
terehts in tiie islands, we ask ed for a 
treaty of peace aud friendship between 
¿pain and the Filipinos, whereby the 
prisoners would he released. 
But the 
comniis.siouer> refused, becau.se it would 
inean recognition of our indepeudeuce. 
This IS equivalent to saying that the 
prisoners m ust stay in our hands iudefi- 
*ritely, Iw'cause their possession is our 
enicacious method to adjust our 
^*^unt w ith Spain aud obtain from her 
recognition of our independence. ” 
Lhe Filipiuos claimed that they con­ 
quered all the country except Manila 
that they co-operated in securing 
the iaiter’s capitulation by surround-

ihev also claimed they conquered the

Aug. 9 .—The state de­ 
partm ent received from the Italian au­ 
thorities a copy of the complete report 
made by the Marquis Romano, secretary 
of the Italiau embassy here, on his pt*r- 
soual investigation of the recent lynch­ 
ing of five Italians at Talulah, La. 
It was said that Oharles Difata up­ 
braided Dr. Hodges iu an offensive way 
for having k illed an anim al and ac­ 
companied this by a blow of the ti.st.

W hether or not the shot took 
effect it w'as not po.ssihle for the Italiau 
authorities to learu, as the IxKÜes of the 
men after being lynched were disfigured 
aud dis¡x)s d of.

Then followed the lynching of these 
two Italians, Joe Difata and Charles 
Ditara. 
The mob took them before 
they hud beeu arrested. 
The report stated that tbrougliout the 
occurreiiee the three oth» r Itiliaus — 
Frank Difata, Joseph Feducio and John 
Cerami—w'ere iu auother street aud 
did uot k now’ W’hat was oeeurriug. 
It w’as slated that they did uot tak e 
part 
111 t,ln> attack on Dr. Hodges, and 
that they did not even k now of it until 
some time after wlieu the local otUtters 
came to arrest them. 
This arr» *st was 
aeeomplistied aud the three Italians 
were actually pla.ced in jail. 
The re- 
¡K)i t tlieii brought out that tlie mob, 
having already lyiiclied Ctiarles and J» k^ 
Difata, turned their attention to the 
three Italians under arrest. 
Two of 
these men, Joseph Fedueio aud Frank 
Difata, were first tak en from the otti- 
cers and iynelied. 
Buh.seiiueutly, and 
some little time alterw’ard, the mob re- 
tui’ued aud t(X)k John Ceranii and 
lynched him. 
In tins circum stantial 
way the re|)ort brings out that the 
mob matle three distiuct movements 
against the Italians, aud that there was 
sutficieut time for the bhxjd to cool aud 
for the aug(*r of tiie lynchers to abate, 
after they had dis¡K)sed ot the first tw’o 
men.

Then followed the lynching of these 
two Italians, Joe Difata and Charles 
Difata. 
The mob took them before 
they had beeu arrested. 
The report stated that throughout the 
occurrence the three other Itiliaus 
Frank Difata, Joseph Feducio and John 
Cerarni—were in another street and 
did not know what was occurring. 
It was stated that they (lid not take 
part in tin* attack on Dr. Hodges, aud 
that they did not even know of it uutil 
some time after when the local officers 
came to arrest them. This arrest was 
accomplished aud the three Italians 
were actually placed in jail. The re­ 
port then brought out that the mob, 
having already lynched Charles aud Joe 
Difata, turned their attention to the 
three Italians under arrest. Two of 
these men, Joseph Feducio aud Frank 
Difata, were first taken from the offi­ 
cers aud lynched. Subsequently, and 
some little time alterward, the mob re­ 
turned aud took John Ceraini aud 
lynched him. 
In this circumstantial 
way the report brings out that the 
mob made three distiuct movements 
against the Italians, aud that there was 
sufficient time for the blood to cool aud 
for the auger of tile lynchers to abate, 
after they had disposed of the first two 
men. 
Particular importance is laid upon 
this feature, for while it is said there 
may have been some extenuating cir­ 
cumstances in visiting such summary 
punishment on those immediately con­ 
cerned in the affray with Dr. Hodges, 
yet the time elapsing before the second 
aud third lynchings is regarded as an 
element of particular atrocity.

render. 
“ The Filipino officer in command 
handed me his machete, which was a 
home-made affair encased rn a wooden 
scabbard. 
I still have it. 
Colonel 
Funston bad crossed the river in a boat 
some distance below and when he cams 
up I turned the prisoners over to him. 
Neither of us swam tile river and there 
was not the slightest conflict about tbs 
prisoners.

It is not often that a man shot 
through the head with a Mauser bullet 
survives to tell the tale, hut such is the 
experience of a H elena (Mon.) 
who has ju st arrived from 
having been honorably discharged, his 
wounds incapacitating him for further 
service. 
Private Thom as P. Dunn of Com­ 
pany L, First M ontana infantry, who 
has had this rem arkable experience, is 
not yet 21 years of age. 
Though seri­ 
ously injured for life, he is still cheer­ 
ful. 
He is modest in recounting his 
adventures, but delights in telling how 
he "fooled” the surgeons at Manila, 
who told him he had but two hours 
to live. 
It seems the surgeons were 
not the only ones fooled, says the Chi­ 
cago Record. 
He says: "F o r five days 
they thought I would die, but I didn't 
I ju st thought I 
would fool them. 
W hen P rivate Miller heard the doe 
tor say I hail only two hours to live, 
he went to my quarters and got my 
uniform so ips to dress me up and then 
procured 
a 
quantity 
of embalming 
fluid, but I won’t need th a t for some 
time, I guess." 
Private I Mum w as wounded on Feb. 
23 in a battle near Caloocan. Company 
L, with a Minnesota regiment, w’as in 
the thickest of the fight, arid the boys 
had had neither breakfast nor dinner 
that day. They were crossing a ravine 
on their way to the trenches when 
young Dunn w as shot through the 
head, the ball entering his skull on the 
left side ju st above the temple ami 
em erging on the right side a little be 
low the temple. 
It cut the optic nerve 
of the right eye. rendering him totally 
blind with that eye, and seriously af 
footed the left eye. 
For a few hio- 
ments he was unconscious, and the 
first he rem em bers on regaining con­ 
sciousness was one of his com rades 
bending over him aud asking if he had 
any word to send home. 
"Tell them I 
died gam e.” w as the reply. 
Ile says he thought then "it W’as all 
up" with him, but an hour later, when 
taken to the hospital at Manila, he 
laughed a t the verdict of tile surgeons 
w’ho said he could live but two hours. 
For five days lie lingered between life 
and death, then slowly recovered and 
now’, with the exception of his eyes. 
is apparently as well as when he en­ 
listed. 
Unlike some of the boys. Dunn 
--ays he would re-enlist only too gladly 
if he were in shape to be taken back. 
and that if he had had one good eye 
left with which to sight a gun lo* 
would not have returned home. 
Private Dunn has given tile first full 
and correct account of the death of 
Lieutenant French of Helena. 
Many 
conflicting reports have been received 
of the way iii which he met his death, 
one officer reporting that he was kill­ 
ed iu the endeavor to save some Fili­ 
pinos. 
This 
report 
evidently 
arose 
from the fact that early in the same 
day he was fired upon by a squad of 
treacherous insurgents who. dressed 
in the clothes worn by noncombatants, 
came directly 
tow ard 
Company 
L, 
which was concealed behind a dike. 
Lieutenant French, believing the men 
friendly, jum ped upon the bank and 
called to them in Spanish to come into 
the line, whereupon one of them in­ 
stantly raised a rifle and fired at him. 
He escaped unhurt, but every one of 
the squad 
was taken. 
Later, 
and 
about 
an 
hour before 
Dunn was 
wounded, L ieutenant French was or­ 
dered to go out and locate the position 
of a squad of Company L which had 
become separated from the rest and 
report, aud while crossing a dike about 
75 yards from the company he was 
shot just above the heart and expired 
Instantly.

him. 
Details have also recently been re 
ceiled in H elena as to the death of 
Captain George II. Tilly of the United 
States signal corps. 
It has been learn 
cd th at as a guest of the English Cable 
company he went on board the cable 
ship Recorder aud under a flag of truce 
proceeded to Cebu to repair a cable. 
On their return they stopped at Es 
ca la nte, a small town on the island of 
Negros, to m ake some changes in the 
power house. They had been informed 
that the citizens of Escalante were 
friendly to the United States, so Cap 
tain Tilly did not take the precaution 
to exchange his uniform for a civilian 
suit. 
They were given a friendly iv 
ception, but while at work in the pow 
cr house, from which the white flag 
waved m eantim e, they were suddenly 
tired upon from am bush. Captain TillV 
and three other men jum ped Into tin 
river to swim to a place of shelter 
while the captain of the Recorder 
sprang into his launch and hastened 
to his ship for his crew aud arms. The 
last the latter saw of Captain Tillv bt 


was sw imming, but suddenly began to 
appear very feeble, while a canoe filled, 
with natives was rapidly overtaking 
him.

FIRE ALARM THAT TALKS. 


!|(w Automatic Invention of a K a n - 
iitR City Fireman. 
"W hen I was out west the other 
day,” rem arked a traveling m an re 
eently at the Em ery hotel iii Cincin­ 
nati, "I heard of a new autom atic fire 
alarm which surely takes the cake for 
ingenuity. 
It 
is 
the 
invention 
of 
George Hale. chief of the fire depart 
nient of K ansas City and one of the 
most ingenious meu in the fire depart 
m ents of the world. He is an unassum 
ing man who has been connected with 
the K ansas City fire d epartm ent ever 
since he was a boy aud who had in 
vented some wonderful things while 
he was yet in the ranks. 
H e is the 
inventor of the sw inging harness, now 
ih universal use; also of the w ater 
tow er and more other things found in 
the ap p aratu s of all well regulated 
fire departm ents than I ever knew the 
nam es of. 
His standing am ong fire 
men was dem onstrated w’hen he went 
over to London to an international 
firemen’s convention some years ago. 
where he w as fairly lionized by all the 
assembled firemen.” 
"Well, this latest invention of his is 
surely a jim dandy in the way of an 
autom atic fire alarm . 
As described to 
me. It is a com bination of the ordinary 
autom atic fire alarm , the graphophone 
and the telephone, and by its use. 
w henever si fire occurs anyw here, the 
exact location is announced to the cen­ 
tral telephone office, the fire dep art­ 
ment and the public generally. 
For 
Instance, say a fire breaks out in room 
432 of the G rand Central hotel. 
The 
alarm is at once given autom atically, 
the device shouting out. ‘Fire in room 
432. G rand Central hotel.’ 
"This alarm is sounded in the room 
itself, in the hotel office, in the ears of 
the operate* 
it central station and at 
the tire dep i Deems, and, with the ad 
clition of the megaphone, it m ay be 
made to sound out on the streets so 
that it can lie heard a block away. 
And the thing keeps on repeating the 
alarm until the fire is out. or the build

Private Dunn was wounded on Fob. 
23 in a battle near Caloocau. Company 
L, with a Minnesota regiment, was in 
the thickest of the fight, and the boys 
had had neither breakfast nor dinner 
that day.

The (li.scov tM-ies of new explosiv es 
follow fast on each other’s heels, ami 
the number of them in the world mar­ 
kets is already well uigli boundless. 
Oue of the l» est known, and the one 
adopted by the British gov ernment, is 
cordite. 
In most of the high explo 
siv es nitroglycerin enters largely into 
the composition, whicli renders tliem 
dangerous to haudle. 
This is also true 
of the composition of cordite, but in 
this explosiv e the danger is minimized 
by a 10 i>er cent adm ixture of v ase 
line. 
Tills 
explosiv e 
has 
proliably 
prov exl as effectiv e as any, but It- 
enormous expeuse is a serious draw 
back. 
The actual cost of the explosiv e 
proper is the least part of the expense, 
which is principally from the wear ami 
tear of the guns from the erosion at 
tendant ui>on the use of this and otlier 
high explosiv es. 
This enormous wear 
and tear from erosion ami consequent 
great expense first led ,Iohn Karstairs, 
an English scientist, to attem pt tlie 
discov ery of a new ag ent wherein this 
erosion was eliminated, but without 
dim inishing the force and power of 
the explosiv e. 
Mr. Karstairs thinks lie 
has succeeded in his quest, and on 
May 23 last he took out patents in the 
TTnited States to protect his discov ery. 
Similar patents hav e already been tak­ 
en out In Russia, Germany and Eng ­ 
land. 
Experiments Iiav e been made at the 
Sandy Hook prov ing grounds, and It is 
said they hav e been successful. 
Mr 
Karstairs is at present in Europe, and 
Charles T. Nasmyth lias cliarge of the 
explosiv e in the Uiilteil States during 
his iilisence. 
Mr. Nasmyth, in speak­ 
ing of it to ii New York Trllmiie re­ 
poner the other <lay, said: 
“ The explosiv e 
iias 
no 
particular 
name. !>eing simply known at pre.sent 
as ‘Karst.airs’ explosiv e,’ and It Is be­ 
yond all donlit the most wonderful yet 
discov ered. 
It h.as a greater v elocity 
and carrying force tlian any known ex 
plosiv e, 
and 
conse(}ueutly 
its 
use 
would increase the range of ordinary 
rifles. 
It calls for no particular style 
of gnu, and can be used In any weapon 
now known. 
It can. in fact, be used 
for any puri>ose which any other ex 
plosiv e is used, sav e only the mining 
of coal. 
It is uot subjected to chem ­ 
ical chauges from heat or cold, as is 
dynamite, and under ordinary circum­ 
stances it is ab.soliilely safe to liandlc. 
In filling a siiell has to lie rammed 
full of tlie exjilosiv e used, and this is 
dangerous witli many of them, but not 
lu tlie least so with ‘Karstairs’ ex­ 
plosiv e.’ The sav ing in exi)eiise it will 
effect 
will l>e enormous, 
.Vfter f}(> 
shots with the modern smokeless ¡» ow- 
der an ordinary gun no longer tires 
true, and after 120 .siiots it lieeonies 
useless. This is due to erosion. Tlie 
constructors require some ‘20 shots in 
prov ing the gun, so that this nunilMT 
must lie dedueted from its aetual use 
in warfare. 
Mr. Karstairs’ discov ery 
will largely do away with this erosion 
and greatly add to the life of tlie gun. 
It also has no wav e of detonation. 
I 
do not know exactly how to describe 
this; it is a peculiar v ibration of the 
air caused by an explosion, wliich is 
likely to set off other explosiv as, ev en 
though they are at a distance. This 
is true of all explosiv es, I think, but 
ours has tlie additional v alue of being 
a perfectly smokeless powder. 
“ Among its principal characteristic.s 
are these: It turns in the open air 
without explosion, and no ordinary de­ 
gree of friKion or concussion will ex­ 
plode It. 
It can be detonated only by 
a powerful detonator in an lnclose<l 
place. 
Its temperature of explosion Is 
about one-half that of cordite, ami 
hence erosion In gun barrels is practi­ 
cally eliminated by its use. 
Millions 
of dollars hav e already been spent on 
It ou the other side. 
In a letter just 
receiv e<l from Mr. Karstairs he speaks 
of some experim ents he has been car­ 
rying on for the Austrian gov ernment 
as follows: 
“ ‘I remain^Ml on an Island in the 
Adriatic more than six week.s. 
The 
trials consisted in firing shells filled 
with my ex()losiv e.s against steel em- j 
brasures and in dropping 5(XJ weiglits 
at a time from a captiv e balloon. The 
results were such that ev en with all 
my past exiierierice I was m yself as­ 
tonished. 
Due high official made the 
remark, “ This sort of thing will turn 
war Into simple massacre.” ’ ”

A r n t n K e m e n t » F or M I« » onrl F *h l b l #» 
a t F a r i a F.xpoMitlon. 
Dr. A. G. True, ru iled States In­ 
spector of agricultural experiment sta 
tloiis, v isited the Mtssouri station at 
Coluinliia, Mo., the other day. 
Besides 
lnsi» ectiiig the station and ground.s, he 
made preliminary arrangements re 
garding the Missouri experim ent sta 
tloii exliiliit to appear at the Paris ex 
position In liltK). 
The .Missouri statiou 
hoi)(*s to make an exhibit that will be 
a creilit to the state, and work has l>e 
guu in selecting the material for tlie 
piiiiiose. 
The products of the work at 
Columbia lu the last few years will 
furnish ample material for a large ex­ 
hibit, says the St. Louis Glone-Denro 
crat. 
Special prominence will be giv en to 
the experim ents 
with Texas fev er, 
which are considered to be the most 
thorough Inv estigation of the subje<*t 
which has ev er been made in the Unit 
e<l States. .An exhibit will be also made 
of home grown and northern grown 
seed potatoes, with which the .Missouri 
station has conducted extensiv e ex 
perirnents, resulting in the conclusion 
that the nothern grown potatoes are 
the best. 
Extensiv e experim ents are 
soon to be conducted by which the stii- 
lion hopes to prov e that the northern 
potatoes may be successfully rai.sed on 
Missouri soil. 
The station also hopes

The discoveries of new explosives 
follow fast ou each other’s heels, aud 
the number of them in the world mar­ 
kets is already well nigh boundless. 
Oue of the best kuowu, aud the oue 
adopted by the British government, is 
cordite. 
In most of the high explo­ 
sives nitroglycerin enters largely into 
the composition, which renders them 
dangerous to haudle. This is also true 
of the composition of cordite, but iii 
this explosive the danger is minimized 
by a IO per cent adm ixture of vase 
line. 
This explosive has probably 
proved as effective as any, but Its 
enormous expense is a serious draw 
back. The actual cost of the explosive 
proper is the least part of the expense. 
which is principally from the wear and 
tear of the guns from the erosiou at 
tendant upon the use of this and other 
high explosives. 
This enormous wear 
and tear from erosion and consequent 
great expense first led John Karstairs, 
an English scientist, to attem pt the 
discovery of a new agent wherein this 
erosion was eliminated, but without 
diminishing the force and power of 
the explosive. Mr. Karstairs thinks he 
has succeeded iu his quest, and on 
May 23 last he took out patents iu the 
United States to protect his discovery. 
Similar patents have already been tak­ 
en out lu Russia, Germany and Eng­ 
land. 
Experiments have been made at the 
Sandy Hook proving grounds, and it is 
said they have been successful. Mr 
Karstairs is at present in Europe, ami 
Charles T. Nasmyth has charge of the 
explosive in the United States during 
his absence. Mr. Nasmyth, in speak­ 
ing of it to a New York Tribune re­ 
porter the other day, said: 
“The explosive has no particular 
name, beiug simply known at present 
as ‘K arstairs’ explosive,’ and it is be­ 
yond all doubt the most wonderful yet 
discovered. It has a greater velocity 
and carrying force than any kuowu ex 
plosive, 
and 
consequently 
its 
use 
would increase the range of ordinary 
rifles. It calls for uo particular style 
of gun, and can be used In any weapon 
now known, it can, In fact, be used 
for any purpose which any other ex 
plosive is used, save only the mining 
of coal. It is not subjected to chem­ 
ical changes from heat or cold, as Is 
dynamite, and under ordinary circum­ 
stances it is absolutely safe to handle. 
In filling a shell has to be rammed 
full of tile explosive used, aud this is 
dangerous with many of them, but not 
in tin* least so with ‘K arstairs’ ex­ 
plosive.’ The saving in expense it will 
effect will be enormous. 
After 60 
shots with the modern smokeless pow­ 
der an ordinary gun no longer tiros 
true, aud after 120 shots it becomes 
useless. This is due to erosion. The 
constructors require some 20 shots In 
proving the gun, so that this number 
must be deducted from its actual use 
in warfare. Mr. K arstairs’ discovery 
will largely do away with this erosion 
and greatly add to the life of the gun. 
It also has no wave of detonation. I 
do not know exactly how to describe 
this; it is a peculiar vibration of the 
air caused by an explosion, which is 
likely to set off other explosives, even 
though they are at a distance. This 
is true of all explosives, I think, but 
ours has the additional value of being 
a perfectly smokeless powder. 
“Among its principal characteristics 
are these: It turns In the open air 
without explosion, and no ordinary de­ 
gree of friction or concussion will ex­ 
plode It. 
It can be detonated only by 
a powerful detonator in an inclosed 
place. 
Its temperature of explosion is 
about one-half that of cordite, and 
hence erosion in gun barrels is practi­ 
cally eliminated by its use. 
Millions 
of dollars have already been spent on 
it on the other side. 
In a letter just 
received from Mr. Karstairs he speaks 
of some experiments he has been car­ 
rying on for the Austrian government 
as follows: 
“ ‘I remained on an island in the 
Adriatic more than six weeks. 
The 
trials consisted in firing shells fillet! 
with my explosives against steel em­ 
brasures and in dropping 500 weights 
at a time from a captive balloon. The 
results were such that even with all 
my past experience I was myself as­ 
tonished. 
One high official made the

The discoveries of new explosives 
follow fast on each other’s heels, aud 
the number of them in the world m ar­ 
kets is already well nigh boundless. 
Oue of the hest known, aud the oue 
adopted by the British government, is 
cordite. 
In most of the high ex plo 
gives nitroglycerin outers largely into 
the composition, which renders them 
dangerous to im mile. This is also true 
of the composition of cordite, hut iii 
this explosive the danger is minimized 
by a IO i»er cent admixture of vase 
line. 
Tills explosive has 
probably 
proved as effective as any, hut Its 
enormous expeuse is a serious draw 
hack. The actual cost of the explosive 
proper is the least part of the expense, 
which is principally from the wear and 
tear of the guns from the erosion at 
tendant upon the use of this and other 
high explosives. 
This enormous wear 
and tear from erosion ami consequent 
great expense first led John Karstairs. 
an English scientist, to attempt the 
discovery of a new agent wherein this 
erosion was eliminated, hut without 
diminishing the force and power of 
the explosive. Mr. Karstairs thinks he 
has succeeded in his quest, and on 
May 23 last he took out {latents in the 
United States to protect his discovery. 
Similar patents have already been tak­ 
en out iu Russia, Germany and Eng­ 
land. 
Experiments have been made at the 
Sandy Hook proving grounds, and it is 
said they have been successful. Mr 
Karstairs is at present in Europe, and 
Charles T. Nasmyth has charge of the 
explosive iii the United States during 
his absence. Mr. Nasmyth, in speak­ 
ing of it to a New York Tribune re­ 
porter the other day, said: 
“The explosive lins no particular 
name, being simply known at present 
as ‘Karstairs’ explosive,’ and It is be­ 
yond all doubt the most wonderful yet 
discovered. 
It has a greater velocity 
aud carrying force than any known ex 
plosive, 
and 
consequently 
its 
use 
would increase the range of ordinary 
rifles. It calls for no particular style 
of gun, and can he used In any weapon 
now known. 
It can, In fact, he used 
for any purpose which any other ex 
plosive is used, save only the milling 
of coal. 
It Is not subjected to chem­ 
ical changes from heat or cold, as Is 
dynamite, ami under ordinary circum 
stances it is absolutely safe to bandh*. 
Iu filling a shell has to he rammed 
full of the explosive used, aud this is 
dangerous with many of them, but not 
in the least so with ‘K arstairs’ ex­ 
plosive.’ The saving in expense it will 
effect will be enormous. 
After 60 
shots with the modern smokeless {lew­ 
der an ordinary gun no longer fires 
true, and after 120 shots it becomes 
useless. This is due to erosion. The 
constructors require some 20 shots in 
proving the gun, so tiiat this number 
must he deducted from its actual use 
In warfare. Mr. K arstairs’ discovery 
will largely do away with this erosion 
and greatly add to the life of the gun. 
It also has no wave of detonation. I 
do not know exactly how to describe 
this; it is a peculiar vibration of tile 
air caused by an explosion, which is 
likely to set off other explosives, even 
though they are at a distance. This 
is true of all explosives, I think, but 
ours has the additional value of being 
a perfectly smokeless powder. 
“ Among its principal characteristics 
are these: It turns in the open air 
without explosion, aud no ordinary de­ 
gree of friction or concussion will ex­ 
plode it. 
It can be detonated only by 
a powerful detonator in an inclosed 
place. 
Its temperature of explosion is 
about one-half that of cordite, ami 
hence erosion in gun barrels is practi­ 
cally eliminated by its use. 
Millions 
of dollars have already been spent on 
It on the other side. 
In a letter just 
received from Mr. Karstairs he speaks 
of some experiments he has been car­ 
rying on for the Austrian government 
as follows: 
“ ‘I remained on an island in the 
Adriatic more than six weeks. 
The 
trials consisted in firing shells filled 
with my explosives against steel em­ 
brasures and in dropping 500 weights 
at a time from a captive balloon. The 
results were such that even with all 
my past experience I was myself as­ 
tonished. 
One high official made the 
remark, “This sort of thing will turn 
war Into simple massacre.” ’ ”

United States In­ 
spector of agricultural experiment sta 
thins, visited the Missouri station ai 
Columbia, Mo., the other day. 
Besides 
Inspecting the station and grounds, he 
made preliminary arrangements re 
garding the Missouri experiment sta 
tiou exhibit to appear at the I'aris ex 
position in 1900. 
The Missouri station 
hopes to make an exhibit that will be 
a credit to the state, and work has be­ 
gun in selecting the material for the 
purpose. 
The products of the work af 
Columbia in the last few years will 
furnish ample material for a large ex 
hlbit, says the St. Louis Globe-Denro 
erat. 
Special prominence will be given to 
the experiments with Texas fever, 
which are considered to he the most 
thorough investigation of the subject 
which has ever been made in the Unit­ 
ed States. An exhibit will be also made 
of home grown and northern grown 
seed potatoes, with which the Missouri 
station has conducted extensive ex 
periments, resulting in the conclusion 
that the nothern grown potatoes are 
the best. 
Extensive experiments are 
soon to be conducted by which the sta ­ 
tion hopes to prove that the northern 
potatoes may be successfully raised on 
Missouri soil.

tle<l his anchor chains with

mats, and at 4 iu the morning all 
hands wer» * « piietly calle.l to quarters. 
At daybr» *ak the anchors of the Adler 
w’cre hauled up ami w’ith full steam 
on the vessel mn» le for the open sea. 
Noisele.ssly came up the Yank« ?e’s an 
cluirs. ami to the amazement of th» * 
Adler the .\» lams was close upon her 
h« *els. 
The German ha» l to turn to 
get out of the harbor, and by the time 
she r» *ach» ‘d the entrance the two ships 
w’ere close together. 
Again the Ger 
man turned ami then headed towanl 
the fort that was to be bombarded. 
Comman» ler Leary ran his ship be­ 
tween the (iermau and the shore and 
W’hen about 300 yards from the Ad­ 
ler gave the order: 
“Clear for action!” 
At ouce the decks were cleared, and 
the guns were trained. 
The German 
followed 
suit, 
and 
the 
two ships 
steamed along the coast ready for the 
fray. 
A shot from either vessel meant war 
between the two countries. 
When op 
posite the native forts, the Adler came 
to anchor, and the Adams anchored 
betw’een the German and the shore. 
So close W’ere the vessels that no guns 
could be fired from the Adler without 
passing over or through the Adams. 
Then Commander Leary sent this note 
to the German commander; 
“1 have the honor to inform you 
that, haviug received Information that 
American property In the Latoga vi­ 
cinity of Laulii, Lotoanuu aud Solo 
Solo is liable to be Invaded this day, 1 
am here for the purpose of protecting 
the same.” 
For hours the men stood at their 
guns, but no sliot came from the Ger­ 
mans. 
He W’as ready to war upon the 
Samoans, but w’ar with the United 
States W’as another matter. 
At length the German started on a 
cruise along the coast, but he could not 
shake off the persistent Yauke« . Final­ 
ly he renounced his designs and re 
turned to his anchorage in Apia bay.

IRELAND ON BIG TOPICS. 


« 
Tha Archbishop Tells What He 
Learned In Europe. 


POSEION OOIINTBIEB WATCHING US

Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul a r­ 
rived at New York recently on the 
Britannic after an absence from Amer­ 
ica of more than six months, the great­ 
e r part of which period he had spent in 
travel in Great Britain and in western 
Europe. 
His tour was, as usual, far 
from being exclusively one of pleasure. 
“In what place was it that you 
preached?” asked a well meaning re­ 
porter of the New York Sun. 
“Oh, in 50 places,” he replied. 
Regarding his oration a t the Joan of 
Arc celebration which the cables said 
had been adversely crilcised, owing, it 
was thought, to jealousy of the honor 
paid a foreigner, the archbishop dc 
dard that only a single newspaper had 
printed anything of the sort. 
Every­ 
where he trateled abroad he was re­ 
ceived with Ute utmost kindness. 
So 
much 
in 
general 
terms 
he 
freely 
acknowledged. His traveling companion 
during a part of the tour, Bishop O’Gor 
man of South Dakota, had announced 
th at fact on his arrival In New York a 
few days ago. 
But the archbishop re 
fused to talk about himself or what 
honors had been paid him. 
He would 
chat with the reporters only on gen­ 
eral topics, glviug a few of his observa­ 
tions upon civic conditions abroad and 
upon the trend of opinion in the conn 
tries in which he had journeyed as it 
concerned Itself with America or Amer­ 
ican affairs. 
He sailed from New 
York on Jan. 19 aud spent three months 
In Rome aud southern Italy and about 
the same length of time In t ranee, Bel 
glum, England aud Ireland. 
“ In all these countries,” he said, “I 
noticed on the part of the government 
authorities, aud the people as well, a 
strong desire to be upon good term s 
with the United States. 
They appre 
d a te the importance 
friendly re I a 
tlons with lite I uited States, but at 
the same time their Interest and tile 
desire for these reciprocal kindly feel­ 
ings appear to be wholly sincere, 
lit 
France I received the assurance of the 
highest official authorities, which was 
confirmed by Embassador Porter, that 
the government was most anxious to 
abow its high regard for the United 
States, and that, as a m atter of fact, 
concerning the coming exposition, more 
favor was shown the United States 
than to any other nation, that counti> 
having received an allotment of mom 
than its due proportion of space. Com­ 
missioner Peck concurred in this. 
M. 
Delcasse told me that upon the occa­ 
sion of the dedication of tin* Layafotte 
statue on July 4 of next year the 
French government would do every­ 
thing in its power to give welcome to 
Americans. 
“ In England there is no proposal of 
a direct alliance between that country 
and ours, but government and people 
wa ut friendly relations with the I lilt­ 
ed States. 
In brief, we deserve to be 
courted, and they are courting us. 
I ti 
Belgium there is the same feeling of 
regard. 
The king of the Belgians re­ 
marked that, st It hough his country was 
not large, yet in view of Its peculiar 
position aud its African possessions it 
was of some Importance In the affairs 
of the world, and he said that the Bel 
glans appreciated the kindness of the 
reception which had been accorded his 
nephew, the heir presumptive, on the 
occasion of his visit to the United 
States a year ago. 
“We are watched by all the conn 
tries abroad because we are to them 
atm au experiment. So large a devel­ 
opment of the idea of government by 
the people for the people they can 
not in the older countries regard other­ 
wise 
than 
as an 
experiment. The 
friends of democracy are hoping for 
our larger success. Those who oppose 
democracy are looking for the collapse 
and failure of tile immense structure 
which we have raised; they do not 
think its success possible. 
“This but show’s how careful Amer 
leaus now should be. We are closely 
watched by all the world. The re­ 
views abroad are writing about tile 
United States and all that goes on 
here. 
Disorders of any kind do us 
great harm in the eyes of the Euro­ 
pean nations. 
In France thoughtful 
men think and are saying that the 
French republic should w’ork itself tip 
to the forms of the American repub­ 
lic as the Ideal of democracy so far 
developed iu human government.

By using some

Then he muf­ 
fled his anchor chains with 
native 
mats, and at 4 in the morning all 
hands were quietly called to quarters. 
At daybreak the anchors of the Adler 
were hauled up and with full steam 
on the vessel made for the open sea. 
Noiselessly came up the Yankee’s an 
ohors. and to the amazement of the 
Adler the Adams was close upon her 
heels. 
The German had to turn to 
get out of the harbor, and by the time 
she reached the entrance the two ships 
were close together.

“The people are tranquil, and the 
governm ent goes on as usual,” he con­ 
tinued. 
“T he new spapers are full of 
the discussion. 
But w hatever the de­ 
cision m ay he. th a t will settle the ques­ 
tion. 
T he whole affair of the a g ita ­ 
tion lias been unfortunately managed. 
The chief point of difficulty w as and 
in the Jealousy of the army. 
It is very 
sensitive as to w hat it calls the honor 
of the arm y. 
T he proper w ay would 
have been to .confine the whole ques 
Hon to the guilt or innocence of the 
Individual. 
Instead of that, it w as put 
In the n a tu re of a criticism of the 
ittmy. 
T h a t w as unfortunate. 
After 
Hie excitem ent hail been raised the 
guilt or innocence of D reyfus w as a l­ 
m ost lost sight of, aud the whole a g r 
tation becam e a question of th e Jews. 
The Jew s took up collections through 
out E urope for the prosecution of their 
cause. 
1’heVe are only 80,000 Je w s in 
all France, not a third as m any as 
there are in this city, hut they are con 
fined in the cities; they are not dis 
tiibuted about the country. 
They arc 
com paratively a new Im portation in 
France. They have not grow n up with 
the country. 
But by reason of their 
prosperity, their capital aud their ow n­ 
ing of the new spapers they have he 
come largely m asters of the press. 
This irritates and angers the French 
people. 
The obvious answ er is for Un 
French to go in and do as well. 
In a 
democracy it is a fair fight for every­ 
body 
But the case is not understood 
here as it is there. The arm y is popu 
lar iii France. 
It is all pervading with 
its reserves. 
It has its roots among 
all the people, and they side with it. 
W hen von touch the army you touch 
the nation. 
T he whole D reyfus cam ­ 
paign w as badly managed on both 


As to the peace conference the arch 
bishop said the general idea abroad 
was that there would be no d is a rm s 
m ein for the present, anyw ay. 
H e did 
not believe there would he anything 
approaching disarm am ent. 
B ut the 
arbitration tribunal would he a virtual 
victory for the Americans. 
Disarma 
mein now was too much to ask, hut 
with a tribunal for arbitration it would 
gradually come about. 
He believed 
th at there w as no danger w hatever of 
a general European wai. 
“ How is the pope?” 
“T h a t is the 
question put to every vistor to Rome. 
The holy fath er Is rem arkably well. 
His mind is as clear as ever. 
There 
are more old men in Europe than there 
are in America. They take better care 
of them selves there. 
If they ^ork. 
th*** work systematically. 
The pope is 
as m uch interested in all questions of 
the world as ever. Of course, he Is ap 
preaching his ninetieth year, and there 
comes a tim e when old age becomes 
incurable.” 
“ W hat led you to postpone your time 
of sailing for home?” 
"I w anted to 
visit Ireland. 
And, by the way. the 
last thing I did before leaving was to 
give a ten m inute talk at Cork, which 
I called my m essage to the Irish pee 
pie, on tem perance. 
I told them that 
all they had to do was to follow the 
lines of 
F ath er 
M athew 
and 
they 
would he am ong the first in every 
thing. 
T here has been great improve 
m ent in the conditions in Ireland. 
The 
county councils, which formerly were 
nam ed by the grand Jury and were 
practically the landlords, are now elect 
Ive and give a large m easure of home 
rule. 
So far as it goes, the system i- 
rem arkably good. 
I will say nothing 
as to giving untim ate satisfaction. Mr 
Balfour, to whom the whole tiling is 
due. is well pleased with the results 
There are schools everyw here iii Ire 
land, and the Irish people today arc 
well educated. The im m igrants we get 
In the fu tu re will he so.” 


It was a t the outbreak of civil strife 
that Captuiu Leary arrived at Apia in 
the American 
warship Adams. 
Dr. 
K nappe was th»*u the German consul 
at 
Apia, aud 
he 
aud 
Command* t 
Fritze of the G erm an warship Adler 
carried on affairs with an imperious 
hand. 
Feeling ran high between the 
G erm ans on one hand aud tile Ameii- 
caus aud English on the other. 
The 
G erm ans bom barded villages on vaii- 
ous pretexts, fired upou unarmed na 
lives and gave open aid to lam asese. 
Captain Leary a t that time was a 
commander, and it was not long be 
fore lie aud C aptain Fritze had some 
lively 
interchanges of compliments, 
ofi one occasion the Adler steamed 
past the A m erican ship with a native 
chief bound to her foremast. The G er­ 
man saluted when he passed, hut no 
answ er cam e hack from the Amel ican. 
Soon the G erm an came to a standstill. 
A boat w as dispatched to ascertain 
why the A m erican had not answered 
the salute. 
Com m ander Leary sent 
the Teuton this characteristic reply, 
“The United S tates does not salute 
vessels engaged in the slave ca n y in g 
trade.” 
But an incident which best illus­ 
trates C om m ander Leary’s grit and de­ 
term ination ami which deserves to live 
in song aud story occurred in the w a­ 
ters 
near 
Apia 
on 
Nov. 15, 18SS. 
Strained relations came to a crisis 
then, and w ar between the United 
States and G erm any seemed inevita­ 
ble. 
On the day previous a message cam e 
from M ataafa to inform Commander 
Leary th a t the G erm ans had th reaten ­ 
ed to attack M ataafa in his strong 
hold on tile morrow. 
Both M ataafa 
aud T am asese had intrenched them ­ 
selves in fortified places about seven 
miles from Apia 
upou 
laud 
under 
American protection. 
M ataafa asked 
for advice, aud Commander Leary told 
him through the messenger to stand 
his ground, th a t he would not allow 
the G erm an to m ake an attack upon 
property under his protection. 
According 
to 
the 
Germ an 
pro 
gramme, the Adler was to bom bard at 
dawn. 
C aptain Leary quietly p re p ar­ 
ed to foil the plan, at the sam e time 
keeping his counsel. 
By using some 
hard coal he had aboard he was able 
to get up steam w ithout the telltale 
smoke th at would have w arned the 
G erm ans of his action. 
Then he m u f­ 
fled his anchor 
chains with 
native 
mats, aud a t 4 in the morning all 
hands were quietly called to quarters. 
At daybreak the anchors of the Adlet 
were hauled up aud with full steam 
on tile vessel m ade for the open sea. 
Noiselessly cam e up the Yankee’s an 
(hors. and to the am azem ent of the 
Adler the A dam s was close upou her 
heels. 
The G erm an had to turn to 
get out of the harbor, aud by the time 
she reached the entrance the two ships 
were close together. 
Again the Get- 
man turned and then headed tow ard 
the fort th a t was to be bombarded. 
Com mander Leary ran his ship be 
tween the G erm an and the shore and 
when about 300 yards from the Ad­ 
ler gave the order: 
“Clear for action!” 
A t once the decks were cleared, and 
the guns w ere trained. 
The Germ an 
followed 
suit, 
and 
the 
two 
ships 
steam ed along the coast ready for the 
fray. 
A shot from either vessel m eant w ar 
between the two countries. 
When op­ 
posite the native forts, the Adler came 
to anchor, and the Adams anchored 
between the G erm an and the shore. 
So close were the vessels th at no guns 
could be fired from the Adler without 
passing over or through the Adams. 
Then Com m ander Leary sent this note 
to the G erm an com m ander; 
“I have the houor to inform you 
that, having received Information that 
American property in the Latoga vi­ 
cinity of Laulii, Lotoanuu aud Solo 
Solo is liable to he invaded this day, I 
am here for the purpose of protecting 
the sam e.” 
For hours the men stood at their 
guns, but no shot came from the Cel­ 
ina us. 
He was ready to w ar upon the 
Samoans, hut w ar with the United 
States was another matter. 
At length the German started on a 
cruise along the coast, but he could not 
shake off the persistent Yankee. Final 
ly he renounced his designs and re 
turned to his anchorage in Apia bay. 
To her anchorage came also the Ad 
ama, and Com m ander Leary had won 
the game.

Manila fell, and the long, sad p eriod of 
inactivity followeil, there was a reac­ 
tion. 
Doubt existed as to wlietluM’ 
Aiiiorica would realize her sp lendid op 
p ortunity, not only in the IMiilip p ines. 
but throughout the emire east, 
'riien. 
finally, came the unfortunate delay in 
treaty couflrmatiou—resp onsible in a 
degree for the p resent conflict ami 
bloodshed. 
Hut when ratiii<atioii tri­ 
ump hed dii» lomatists and business men 
immediately began to reeousider their 
p olicies and linos of a<*tion, on the 
basis of Ameriou's becoming the p ara­ 
mount p owor of the Daoilic.

It does 
not inqily that there is no duty or 
tariff, but siiiqily that all haiuls must 
p ay the same iluty or tariff as agreed 
up on in the original Tien tsin treaties. 
“Sidieres of influence,” in their techni­ 
cal sense, mean sections of country 
where the nsitiou exercising the influ­ 
ence contends that no other nation 
shall ever ac(]uire sovereignty or se­ 
cure p rivileged concessions, but, as far 
as China Is concerned, it is a sugar 
coated dip lomatic 
p hrase, 
which 
is 
p ractically equal to “areas of absolute 
sovereignty'.” and that is the condition 
into which they will inevitably evolve 
unless some great cli.'tnge should be 
wrought in China's government in the 
very near future. 
It is p ossible to have the “op en door ’ 
and “sp heres of Influence” a t one and 
the same time, and th at is the ¡» olii'V 
which the T'nited States must insist 
up (» u if the integrity of the emp ire is 
not p reserved; otherwise our gr<*at and 
growing markets will be entirely lost 
to us. 
While w’e should do everything 
in our p ower to [ireveiit the disin­ 
tegration of China, at the same time, 
in realization of the fact that wc can 
not go to w’ar in sup p ort of sm*lj a 
p olicy, if we see that the break u|) is 
inevitable, we must leave no stone un 
turned to p reserve our old treaty riuhts 
in a ncw' form with the [» owers in cun 
trol.

The must rem arkable result of tile 
late w ar with Spain is one we never 
anticipated—it has m ade the United 
States the param ount power of the 
Pacific. 
We 
unexpectedly assum ed 
this 
responsibility 
on 
May I, 1898. 
When Admiral Dewey destroyed the 
Anet aud sovereignty of Spain, he built 
up in one brief day the influence aud 
prestige of the United States through­ 
out all the Pacific seas. 
Fie accom ­ 
plished iu a few hours w hat otherw ise 
might not have been realized in half 
a century—or possibly never. 
“The effect of the w a r was magical. 
Only those residing in the orient could 
appreciate it. 
The first signs of this 
tenaissance 
of 
American 
influence 
were seen when Dewey made H ong­ 
kong the rendezvous of his squadron 
ju March, 1898. 
T hen the battle was 
fought. 
It w as followed by a rising 
wave of Am erican prestige that swept 
up and down the coast like the rush of 
a tidal current, gradually returning to 
its natural strength, but leaving every­ 
where its distinct impression. 
A fter 
Manila fell. and tile long, sad period of 
inactivity followed, there was a reac­ 
tion. 
Doubt existed as to w hether 
America would realize her splendid op­ 
portunity, not only in the Philippines, 
but throughout the en ii re east. 
Then, 
finally, cam e the unfortunate delay in 
treaty confirmation—responsible in a 
degree for the present conflict and 
bloodshed. 
But when ratification tri­ 
umphed diplom atists and business men 
immediately began to reconsider their 
policies and lines of action, on tile 
basis of A m erica’s becoming tile para­ 
mount power of the Pacific. 
There is im m inent danger that, iii 
the attention we are giving the Philip­ 
pine question, we will forget <?ur grow ­ 
ing interests In China. 
The latter are 
too important, in comparison with the 
former, to be overlooked. 
I indulge iu 
no exaggeration when I say there is a 
grave peril confronting our interests 
in the Middle Kingdom. It is most diffi 
cult, I adm it, to nam e a specific act 
that is contrary to the treaties in their 
diplomatic interpretation, but those of 
us who have traveled through Man 
chtiria and S hangtung on the north and 
Kwangsi and Yunnan on the south 
..ave seen conditions and influences 
that are having tin* sam e moral effect 
as actual closure. 
There are certain term s employed in 
reference to China which are of sutii 
d en t im portance to w a rran t brief s p e ­ 
cial mention iii consideration of the 
main subject. 
T he “open door,” as 
the phrase is commonly used, means 
, nothing more than the m aintenance 
without lim itations of the treaty rights 
of trade throughout the empire, with 
all nations on an equal footing. It does 
not imply th a t there is no duty or 
tariff, but simply th a t all hands must 
F>ay the sam e duty or tariff as agreed 
npon in the original Tien tsin treaties. 
“ Spheres of influence,” in their techni­ 
cal sense, m ean sections of country 
where the nation exercising the influ­ 
ence contends th a t no other nation 
shall ever acquire sovereignty or se­ 
cure privileged concessions, but, as far 
as China is concerned, it is a sugar 
coated diplom atic 
phrase, 
which 
is 
practically equal to “areas of absolute 
sovereignty.” and th a t is the condition 
Into which they will Inevitably evolve 
unless some great change should be 
wrought In C hina’s governm ent in the 
very near future. 
It is possible to have the “open door 
and “spheres of influence” a t one aud 
the sam e time, ami th a t is the policy 
which the United States must insist 
upon if the integrity of the empire is 
not preserved; otherw ise our great and 
growing m arkets will be entirely lost 
to us. 
W hile we should do everything 
'n our pow er to prevent the disin­ 
tegration of China, a t the sam e time, 
rn realization of the fact th at we can 
not go to w a r in support of such a 
policy, if we see th a t the break up is 
inevitable, w e m ust leave no stone un 
turned to preserve our old treaty rights 
n a new form with the powers In i ou 
trek 
If this is accomplished, it max 
"ome to pass that our trade and com 
inerce in the country th a t w as ouee 
China will be greater than ever other 
wise possible. 
I doubt, however, as d<> 
most authorities ou China, if such a 
fortunate result would ever attend our 
‘'Sorts, but we m u st take every even 
duality into consideration and be pre 
pared for any turn w hatsoever in the 
tide. 
i'ke far east, particularly China, af 
fords m arkets which should arouse t! 
interest of all sections of the Unit 
States and make the 
country stand 


unanimously tor a firm policy. 
i ne 
west and east and the 
north 
and 
south are equally concerned in main 
tam ing the freedom of trade and pre 
serving our treaty rights throughout 
China. 
Were it merely a sectional is 
sue, there might be a grave question 
as to the advisability of 
taking a 
strong position as to the future of the 
empire. 
China and other Asiatic ct .n 
Tries w ant all the flour and tim ber aud. 
a goodly portion of other kinds of food 
and raw products, which California 
Oregon. W ashington and neighboring 
western states can supply; they wan* 


the m anufactured cotton and raw cot­ 
ton of tin* south in increasing qu an ­ 
tities. and tin* time m ay come when 
this Pacific-Asiatic dem and will take 
up tin* surplus supply of the south's 
great 
staple: 
they w a n t the maim 
faeturcd cotton, iron, steel ami mis 
cellaueous products of tile north and 
east, together with unlimited quanti­ 
ties of petroleum; they w ant corre­ 
sponding m anufactured products of the 
central west. anil there is no reason 
why there should not 
be developed 
am ong the Asiatic millions a demand 
for the central w est's great staple, 
maize (or Indian meal), such as there 
has been created for flour. 
I draw no 
fancy picture, but simply express my 
honest opinion after five years’ careful 
study of the field which I am discuss­ 
ing. 
China is a nation of incalculable pus 
sibilities. 
The more one studies lier, 
travels in the interior or investigates 
her resources, the more one is con 
vinced that she has only begun her m a­ 
terial advancem ent.

I left her sitting be­ 
fore those 98 cent damasks to look at 
those $1.48 shirt waists marked down 
from $ I ..r><), and now I can't find her 
anywhere. I’m worried to death!” 
“Dou’t he alarmed,” remarked the 
clerk, consolingly. 
"She’ll turn up all 
right. 
I expect she’s up in the dead 
room by this time.” 
“The what?” 
“The dead room—the morgue, you 
kuow.” 
“The morgue? Oh, my Irene! 
Oh. 
my darling!” 
“Sli-h-h, suadatil/’ softly command­ 
ed a floor warner, tor a commotion 
seemed imminent. “Your child Is safe 
enough, IMI venture. 
The ‘morgue’ is 
simply the cant name of our lost and 
fouud department. 
Come with me, 
and we will see lf the little girl Is 
there.” 
The young woman followed to a long 
room, the door of which was labeled 
“Lost and Found,” and there, sure 
enough, seated upon a monument of 
packages, boxes, baskets, umbrellas, 
canes and other articles, sat a tiny 
golden haired girl in a blue frock, con­ 
tentedly kicking her small feet against 
a pasteboard bonnet box.

basted us for abusing her precious 
darling, with never a word about the

morgue’s accumulations. 
“Dogs of all sorts and conditions are 
constantly brought to the morgue and 
now and then a pet cat, which has es 
caped from a basket. 
I’ve even had a 
cage o f canaries left o d my hands to 
feed for a week before Hie careless 
owner, who had left tile cage down in 
the crockery department during a spe 
cia I sale, appeared to claim her prop­ 
erty. 
"Watches, purses, babies, parasols, 
bundles and even diamond rings are 
parts of my stock iii trade here. 
I’d 
have horses, too, I verily believe, were 
our customers permitted to bring them 
into the store. 
I’d like to set up iu 
business with the things brought to 
the morgue. I’d get rich. sure. 
"Yes, fully two-thirds of the things 
are claimed, tyid nothing worth com­ 
ing after remains in our possession 
long.

At this point Joe Difata made his ap­ 
pearance, aud seeing his brother down 
aud a second shot about to be fired, shot 
at Dr. Hodges. 
Then followed the lynching of these 
two Italians, Joe Difata and Charles 
Difata. 
The mob took them before 
they had been arrested. 
The report stated that tnroughout the 
occurrence the three other It lim ns — 
Frank Difata, Joseph Feducio and John 
Ceram i—were in another street and 
did not know what was occurring. 
It was stated that they (lid not take 
part in the attack on Dr. Hodges, aud 
that they did not even know of it until 
some tune atter when the local officers 
came to arrest them. 
This arrest was 
aooomplisned aud the three Italians 
were actually placed in jail. 
The re­ 
port then brought out th at the mob, 
having already lynched Charles and Joe 
Difata, turned their attention to the 
three Italians under arrest. 
Two of 
these men, Joseph Feducio aud Fruuk 
Difata, were first taken from the offi­ 
cers aud lynched. 
Subsequently, and 
some little time afterw ard, the mob re­

It is not often that a man shot 
through the head with a Mauser bullet 
survives to tell the tale, but such is the 
experience of a Helena (Mon.) boy 
who bas just arrived from Manila, 
having been honorably discharged, his 
wounds incapacitating bim for further 
service. 
Private Thomas I*. Dunn of Com­ 
pany L, First Montana infantry, who 
bas had this remarkable experience, is 
not yet 21 years of age. 
Though seri­ 
ously injured for life, be is still cheer­ 
ful. 
Ile is modest in recounting his 
adventures, lait delights in telling how 
he “fooled” the surgeons at Manila, 
who told him he had but two hours 
to live. 
It seems the surgeons were 
not the only ones fooled, says the Chi­ 
cago Record. 
Ile says: “ For live days 
they thought I would die, but i didn’t. 
I Just thought I would fool them. 
When Private Miller heard the doe 
tor say I had only two hours to live, 
he went to my quarters and got my 
uniform so ips to dress me up and then 
procured a 
quantity of embalming 
fluid, lait I won’t need that for some 
time, I guess.” 
Private I Minn was wounded on Feb. 
23 in a battle near Caloocan. Company 
L, with a Minnesota regiment, was in 
the thickest of tile fight, and the boys 
had had neither breakfast nor dinner 
that day. They were crossing a ravine 
on their way to the trenches when 
young Dunn was shot through the 
beati, the ball entering his skull on the 
left side just above the temple and 
emerging on the right side a little be 
low the temple. 
It cut the optic nerve 
of tin* right eye. rendering him totally 
blind with that eye, and seriously af 
footed the left eye.

automatic tire alarm, tlie graphophone 
and the telephone, and by its use.

exact location is announced to the cen 
fra I telephone office, tin* fire depart­ 
ment and the public generally.

instance, say a fire breaks out in room 
432 of the Grand Central hotel. 
The 
alarm is at once given automatically. 
tho device shouting out. ‘Fire in room 
432. Grand Central hotel.’ 
“This alarm is sounded in tile room 
itself. In tin* botel office, in the ears of 
the operate 
it central station and at 
the fire dept! 
>>>cnts. aud. with Hie ad 
Aition of the megaphone, it may be 
made to sound out on tile streets so 
that it can lie heard a block awny. 
And the tiling keeps on repeating the 
alarm until the fire is out. or the build 
ing burns, or it is disconnected by the 
central office. 
You see, the words are 
simply spoken into a phonograph, and 
the cylinder* are placed in position. 
and then* you are. 
It is so simple a 
combination of well known and com 
moldy used principles that when it 
was shown to Edison he smiled and 
said It was strange that no one had 
ever thought of it before.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune.

Karstairs* Invention May Work 
a Revolution In Warfare.

The discoveries of new explosives 
follow fast on each other's heels, aud 
the number of them in the world m ar­ 
kets is already well uigli boundless. 
Due of the best known, aud the one 
adopted by the British government, is 
cordite. 
In most of the high explo­ 
sives nitroglycerin enters largely into 
the composition, which renders them 
dangerous to handle. This is also true 
of the composition of cordite, but in 
this explosive the danger Is minimized 
by a IO per cent admixture of vase 
line. 
This 
explosive has 
probably 
provisl as effective as any, but Its 
enormous expeuse is a serious draw 
back. The actual cost of the explosive 
proper is tile least part of the expense, 
which is principally from the wear and 
tear of the guns from the erosion at 
fondant upon the use of this and other 
high explosives. 
This enormous wear 
and tear from erosion aud consequent 
great expense first led John Karstairs, 
an English scientist, to attem pt the 
discovery of a new agent wherein this 
erosion was eliminated, but without 
diminlshiug the force aud power of 
the explosive. 
Mr. Karstairs thinks he 
has succeeded in his quest, and on 
May 28 last he took out patents in the 
United States to protect his discovery. 
Similar patents have already been tak 
eu out in Russia, Germany and Eug 
laud. 
Experiments have been made at the 
Sandy Hook proving grounds, and it is 
said they have been successful. Mr 
Karstairs is at present in Europe, and 
Charles T. Nasmyth has charge of the 
explosive in the United States during 
his absence. 
Mr. Nasmyth, in speak­ 
ing of it to a New York Tribune re­ 
porter the other day, said: 
“The explosive lias no particular 
name, beiug simply known at present 
as ‘Karstairs’ explosive,’ and it is lie 
yond all doubt tile most wonderful yet 
discovered. 
It has a greater velocity 
aud carrying force than any known ex 
plosive, 
and 
consequently 
Its 
use 
would increase tile range of ordinary 
rifles. It calls for no particular style 
of gnu, and can be used In any weapon 
now known. 
It can, In fact, lie used 
for any purpose which any other ex 
plosive is used, save only the mining 
of coal. It is not subjected to chem­ 
ical changes from heat or cold, as Is 
dynamite, and under ordinary circum­ 
stances it is absolutely safe to handle. 
Iu filling a shell has to be rammed 
full of the explosive used, and this is 
dangerous with many of them, but not 
in the least so with ‘K arstairs’ ex­ 
plosive.’ The saving in expense it will 
effect will lie enormous. 
After OO 
shots with the modern smokeless pow­ 
der an ordinary gun no louger fires 
true, aud after 120 shots it becomes 
useless. 'This is due to erosion. The 
constructors require some 20 shots In ■ 
proving the gun. so that this number ; 
must be deducted from its actual use 
lo warfare. 
Mr. K arstairs’ discovery 
will largely do away with this erosion 
aud greatly add to the life of the gun. 
It also has no wave of detonation. I 
do not know exactly how to describe 
this; it is a peculiar vibration of the 
air caused by an explosion, which is 
likely to set off other explosives, even 
though they are at a distance. This 
is true of all explosives, I think, but 
ours has the additional value of being 
a perfectly smokeless powder. 
“ Among its principal characteristics 
are these: It turns In the open air 
without explosion, aud no ordinary de­ 
gree of frhffion or concussion will ex­ 
plode It. 
It can be detonated only by 
a powerful detonator in an Inclosed 
place. 
Its tem perature of explosion is 
about one half that of cordite, ami 
hence erosion in gun barrels is practi­ 
cally eliminated by Its use. 
Millions 
of dollars have already been spent on 
It on the other side. 
In a letter Just 
received from Mr. Karstairs he speaks 
of some experiments he has been cur­ 
rying on for the Austrian government 
as follows; 
“ ‘I remained on an Island in the 
Adriatic more than all week*.

with my explosives against steel em- I 
brasures aud in dropping 500 weights 1 
at a time from a captive balloon. The j 
results were such that even with all J 
my past e x is te n c e I was myself as­ 
tonished.

chat with the reporters only on gen­ 
eral topics, giving a few of his observa­ 
tions upon civic coml it ions abroad aud 
upon the trend of opinion In tile coun 
tries in which he had journeyed ti* ll 
concerned itself with America or A m er­ 
ican affa irs. 
Ile sailed 
from 
New 
York on Jan. 19 an d spent three m onths 
In Rome ami southern Italy and about 
the sam e leugili of time In tra n c e , Bel­ 
gium, England and Ireland. 
“ In all these countries, 
he said, 
I 
noticed on the part of the governm ent 
authorities, and the people ns well, a 
strong desire to be upon good term s 
w ith the UnitihI States. 
They appre­ 
ciate the Im portance of friendly rela­ 
tions with the United States, but at 
the sam e tim e their Interest and the 
desire for these reciprocal kindly feel 
lugs appear to be wholly sincere.

France I received the assurance of the 
highest official authorities, which was 
confirmed by E m bassador Porter, that 
the governm ent was most anxious to 
show Its high regard for the United 
States, aud that, as a m a tte r of fact.

Delcasse told me that upon the occa­ 
sion of the dedication of the l.ayafette 
statu e on July -I of next year tin* 
French governm ent would do every­ 
thing in its jlower to give welcome to 
Americans. 
“ In England there Is no proposal of 
a direct alliance between th at country 
ami ours, but governm ent and people 
w ant friendly relations with tin* I Kit­ 
ed Suites. 
In brief, we deserve to be 
courted, and they are courting us.

T he king of the Belgians re.

G erm ans bom barded villages on vari­ 
ous pretexts, tired upon unarm ed n a­ 
tives and gave open aid to Tamasese. 
C aptaiu Leary a t th a t time was a 
com m ander, and it w as not long l*e- 
fore he and Captaiu Fritze had some 
lively 
Interchanges of compliments. 
c fi out; occasion the Adler steamed 
past the American ship with a native 
chief bourn! to lier forem ast. The <her­ 
m an saluted when he passed, but no 
an sw er cam e back from the American. 
Soon the G erm an cam e to a standstill. 
A boat was dispatched to ascertain 
why the Am erican had not answered 
the salute. 
C om m ander Leary sent 
the Teuton this characteristic reply, 
“T he U nited States does not salute 
vessels engaged in the slave carrying 
trade.”

ed to attack M ataafa in his strong ; 
hold on the morrow. 
Both M ataafa ! 
aud T am asese had intrenched them- 
selves iu fortified places about seven ! 
miles from Apia 
upon

under ; 
A m erican protection. 
M ataafa askA*d j 
for advice, aud C om m ander Leary told 
him through the m essenger to stand J 
his ground, that he would not allow I 
the G erm an to m ake an attack upon i 
property under his protection.

to

gram m e, the Adler w as to bom bard at 
daw n. 
Captain Leary quietly prepar 
ed to foil the plan. a t the same time 
keeping his counsel. 
By using some 
hard coal he had aboard he was able 
to get up steam w ithout the telltale 
smoke th at would have w arned the 
G erm ans of his action. 
Thou he m uf 
tied his anchor 
chains with 
native 
mats, aud a t 4 in the morning all 
hands wen* quietly called to quarters. 
At daybreak the anchors of the Adler 
were hauled up and with full steam 
on the vessel m ade for the opA*n sea. 
Noiselessly cam e up the Yankee's an 
chora. ami to tile am azem ent of the 
Adler th** Adams w as close upon ber 
liA»els. 
T he G erm an had to turn to 
get out of the harbor, aud by the time 
Rho reached the entrance the two ships 
w-A*re close together. 
Again the lier 
m an turned ami then headed tow ard 
the fort th at was to be bombarded. 
C om m ander Leary ran his ship be 
tw een the Gi*rmau and the shore and 
when about 300 y ard s from the Ad 
ler gave th** order: 
“Clear for action!” 
At ouce the decks were cleared, and 
the guns were trained.

steam ed along the coast ready for the 
fray. 
A shot from either vessel meant w ar 
between the two countries.

So close were the vessels that no gun* 
could be tired from the Adler without 
passing over or through the Adams.

of 
American 
Influence 
were seen when Dewey made Hong­ 
kong the rendezvous of his squadron 
in March, 1898. 
Then the battle was 
fought. 
If was followed by a rising 
wave of American prestige that swept 
up and down the coast like the rush of 
a tidal current, gradually returning to 
its uatural strength, but leaving every­ 
where its distinct Impression. 
After 
Manila fell, and the long, sad period of 
Inactivity followed, there was a reac­ 
tion. 
Doubt existed as to whether 
America would realize her splendid op 
portunity, not only in the Philippines, 
but throughout the entire east. 
Then, 
finally, came the unfortunate delay in 
treaty confirmation—responsible In a 
degree for tile present conflict and 
bloodshed. 
But when ratification tri­ 
umphed diplomatists and business men 
immediately began to reconsider their 
policies and lines of action, on the 
basis of America's becoming the para­ 
mount power of the Pacific. 
There is imminent danger that, in 
the attention we are giving the Philip­ 
pine question, we will forget dor glow­ 
ing interests in China. 
The latter are 
too important, in comparison with the 
former, to be overlooked. 
I indulge in 
no exaggeration when I say there is a 
grave peril confronting our Interests 
in the Middle Kingdom. It is most diftl 
cult. I admit, to name a specific act 
that la contrary to tin* treaties in their 
diplomat ie interpretation, but those of 
tis who have traveled through Man 
churia aud Shan tu n g on the north and 
Kwatigsi and 
Yunnan on the south 
..ave seen conditions ami 
influences 
that art having tin* same moral effect 
as actual closure. 
TI jere are <*ertaln terms employed in 
reference to China which are of suffi­ 
cient Importance to warrant brief spc 
cia) mention in consideration of tin* 
main subject. 
The “open door*** as 
the phrase is commonly used. means 
I nothing more than the maintenance 
without limitations of the treaty rights 
of trade throughout the empire, with 
all nations on an equal footing. It does 
not Imply that there is no duty or 
tariff, but simply t lint all bauds must 
pay the same duty or tariff as agreed 
upon in the original Tien tsin treaties. 
“Spheres of influence,’* in their techni­ 
cal sense, mean sections of country 
where the nation exercising the influ­ 
ence contends that no other natiou 
shall ever acquire sovereignty or se­ 
cure privileged concessions, but, as far 
as China is concerned, it Is a sugar 
coated diplomatic 
phrase, 
which 
is 
practically equal to “areas of absolute 
sovereignty,** and that is tin* condition 
into which they will inevitably evolve 
unless some great change should be 
wrought in China's government in the 
very near future, 
it is possible to have tile “open door 
and “spheres of influence** at one and 
the same time, ami that is the policy 
which the Tnlted States must insist 
upon if the integrity of the empire Is 
not preserved; otherwise our great and 
grow ing markets will be entirely lost 
to us. 
While we should do everything 
In our power to prevent the disin­ 
tegration of China, at tin* same time, 
in realisation of the fact that we can 
not go to war in support of such a 
Policy, lf we see that the break up is 
inevitable, we must leave no stone un 
turned to preserve our old treaty right- 
In a new form with the powers in eon 
trol. 
lf this is accomplished, it mat 
come to pass that our trade and rom 
int roe In the country that was oner 
China will Pe greater thau ever other 
wig# possible. 
I doubt, however, as d.> 
most authorities on China, lf such u 
fortunate result would ever attend oui 
efforts, but we must take every even 
tuallfy into consideration and be pre 
pared for any turn whatsoever In t he 
tide 
ihe far c*ast, particularly China, af 
f°rds markets which should arouse ti * 
interest of all sections of the Tu t 
States and make the 
country aland 


unanimously tor a firm policy. 
t fe­ 
west and east and the 
north 
ami 
south are equally concerned iii main 
taining the freedom of trade and pre 
serving our treaty rights throughout 
China. 
Were it merely a sectional is 
sue. there might be a grave question 
as to the advisability of 
taking a 
strong position as to the future of ti «• 
empire. 
China and other Asiatic conn 
tries want all the flour and timber anti 
a goodly portion cf other kinds of food 
and raw products, which California 
Oregon. Washington ami neighboring 
western states can supply; they want 


the manufactured <-*>ttou and raw cot­ 
ton of the south in increasing quan­ 
tities, and tin* time may come when 
this Pacific Asiatic demand will take 
up the surplus supply of the south's 
great 
staple: 
they want the manu­ 
factured cotton. Iron, steel and mis­ 
cellaneous products of tile north and 
east, together with unlimited quanti* 
ties of petroleum; they want corre­ 
sponding manufactured products of t Ii** 
central west, and there is no reason 
why there should not 
be developed 
among the Asiatic millions a demand 
for the central 
west's great staple, 
maize (or Indian meal), such as there 
has been created for flour. 
I draw no 
fancy picture, but simply express my 
honest opinion after five years’ careful 
study of the field which I am discuss­ 
ing. 
China is a nation of Incalculable pus 
sibilities. 
The more one studies her, 
travels in the interim or investigates 
her resources, the more one is con 
vinced that she has only begun her ma­ 
terial advancement. 
Whenever I have 
been up the Yang-tse river, traveled 
overland or visited the coast ports or 
Interior towns, I have been impressed 
more aud more with the future before 
her, it' she shall ever be well governed 
and not divided up among foreign na­ 
tions. 
Manchuria affords one of the 
best object lessons of American oppor­ 
tunity. 
The growth of the demand 
there for certain classes of American 
cotton goods has been phenomenal. 
It 
was not many years ago that the mar 
ket was very limited. 
There are even 
on record reports of consuls and of 
special agents of cotton firms which 
said that there was no field for the ex 
pansion of American trade. 
Today 
the marvel of business interests in 
northern China is the development of 
; tile market for American cotton goods 
in Manchuria. 
When I 
first visited 
Newell wa ng. the gateway to Manchu- 
j ria, American Imports were not over 
IT* per cent of the total. 
On my last 
visit they av ci a* more than 50 per cent. 
with the proportion increasing every 
day. 
Notwithstanding 
this 
marked 
growth, only a small proportion of 
Manchuria's millions bas been reached. 
lf the great 
northern 
provinces of 
Chinn now require $7,000,000 worth oi 
our cottons, there is uo valid reason 
why t Hey should not in ten year* from 
now consume $20,090,000 worth. A few 
years ago $3,otJK),000 represented the 
value of the tram*. 
When we consider 
that the cotton mills of New Bogland 
and the south are supplying this de 
mand in Manchuria aud that they have 
even been kept running when other 
mills have been closed, there is et eft 
reason why those two sections should 
Join together in insisting that the open 
door shall always apply to Manchuria. 
American exports to the fat* east to­ 
day approximate $40,000,000, if the ac­ 
tual value of everything which leaves 
our shores is counted; but, basing our 
estimates on reasonable grounds, there 
is no reason why they should uot ex­ 
pand in Hie uear future to $150,000,000 
and our total exchange reach $300,000.- 
OOO, 
Few people appreciate tin* enor­ 
mous business that is now done tip and 
down 
the 
Pacific-Asiatic 
coast. 
It 
amounts to $1,000,000,000 gold per an­ 
num ami represents 500,000,000 people. 
Of this the imports are over half. 
Cer­ 
tainly it is logical to hold that the 
United States should be able to supply 
at least a third of the products now 
Imported from foreign lands. 
China s 
trade amounts to $250,000,000 with a 
population of 350.0lto.ooo people. If her 
wants ever expand in any such degree 
as those of Japan ami other countries 
which have awakened from their Asi­ 
atic lethargy, her foreign trade should 
reach* 
on 
a conservative 
estimate. 
$500,000,000. 
Wert* the same ratio of 
population to trade, or one to two, 
which exists in all other countries of 
Asia, 
progressive aud 
retrogressive, 
applied to China, her future foreign 
exchange could Im* estimated tit $*0O,- 
000,000. 
I do not mean that it can or 
will attain these figures within this 
generation, but It is a logical possibili­ 
ty, provided always that the govern­ 
ment is reformed and the door of trade 
is uot closed. 
In answ er to the question, "W hat is 


It necessary ,u,‘ 1,8 to

our interests in the Pacific and tar 
east?” aside from the great main i>olnts 
of holding the Philippines and stand­ 
ing firmly f°r IIM' open door in t hina, 
I would say that the most important 
step to be taken* In order to clinch our 
hold as the first power of the Pacific.

gua canal IS very y e a r s delay In carry­ 
ing out this great enterprise will <*ost 
us teu times as many millions of dol­ 
lars in trad** as would its Immediate 
digging.

is no doubt that the nations of Europe 
I recognize that the completion of the 
Nicaragua canst would be tin* greatest 


j Influence in making us politically and 


I commercially tin* first power of the 
world, and we must watch 
against 
their efforts to retard its construction 
Tho second important point is the 
laying of a cable across the Pacific 
ocean, from some central Pacific coast 
point, like San Francisco. Portland or 
Puget sound, to Hawaii and thence to 
the Philippines. Japan and China, with 
possibly a branch to Australia. 
The 
tremendous monopoly of the present 
telegraphic connection between the far 
east and America is a great handicap 
to tin* devclopement of trade with the 
United 
States. 
I 
have 
repeatedly 
heard 
merchants of all 
nations In 


Asiatic ports say that the cost, time 
aud difficulties of cable communica­ 
tion with tin* United S t at e s, via Bu­ 
ro im1, worked against tin* extension of 
American commerce. 
With a cable 
across t h e Pacific touching these im 
I nut :i ii t 
points, a n d 
wi t h 
r e a s o n a b l e 
charges, tin* effect on the advancement 
of 
America’s i n t e r e s t s would 
Im* at 
once felt. 
The t h i r d great necessity is the im 
mediate improvement of the passenger, 
freight and mail steamship service of 
the Pacific. 
Vessels equal to those 
i rossing tin* At l a n t i c should be placed 
on this route, a n d as m a n y a s possible 
s h o u l d tty tile American ting. 
At tin* 
p r es e n t m o m e n t the freight facilities 
are not equal to the demands made 
tipou them. while the time required for 
passengers and mails going from San 
Francisco and other important poi nt s 
is from three to six dnvs too long.

perial. In New York. 
“The new palace,'* he said, “ will be 
one 
of

structure in Japan. 
It will cost he 
tween $2,000,000 ami $3,000,000 ami 
will take six or seven years in build 
ing. 
Iii 
no 
country 
are 
buildings 
thrown up with such astonishing rn 
pidity as in America. 
In Japan we re 
quire more time, but the building of 
the pa lace will Im* unusually slow be 
cause of the intricate work to be put 
on it. 
It will be in tin* Italian renais­ 
sance style, ami in the decorations I 
shull endeavor to combine whfit is best 
of .la pa nose art ami of Buro|H*ttii and 
American art as well. 
It is likely that 
\ve shall import some carvers from 
America, but it is too k*m>u to discuss 
that subject, for tin* building will not 
Im* really for decoration for several 
years. 
I do not know 
tis 
yet the 
amount of steel I shall have to buy 
I notice that the price of steel is stead 
ily rising, aud I nm afraid that my 
purchases here may run tip as high as 
$300,000. 
As soon as the material for 
the framework arrives work on tin* 
palace will be lM»gun. 
“Architecture In Japan Is In a trnnsi 
Homily stage. 
The old wooden dwell 
Ings are unsatisfactory for many rea 
sons, chiefly because they burn like 
tinder 
boxes. 
The 
ordinary 
brick 
building is even more undesirable, be 
cause the first hard earthquake shock 
will send It tumbling down upon the 
heads of Its occupants. When you con­ 
sider that Japan has on an average 
about 300 earthquakes of more or less 
violence In a year, this Is not an unrca 
sonable objection. 
The steel frames, 
however, have solved 
the 
problem. 
Japanese houses in the 
future will 
have steel frames, and tho walls may 
then be built of brick or stone with 
perf«*ct safety. 
But the height must 
Im* limited. 
I should say that no build 
lug over four stories high, even though 
It had steel framework, would be safe 
In Japan. 
The palace of the erow’ii 
prince will 
I m * only two stories. 
In 
the matter of architecture Tokyo «>r 
Yokohama 
eau never be like 
New 
York. 
They may be as wide and as 
long, but not as thick. 
There is a ten 
dency in Japan to adopt the American 
architecture as far as possible. 
It va 
ries so widely that monotony has no 
chance to creep In. 
I predict timt the 
next few years will witness a wonder 
ful revolution 
in Japanese architec­ 
ture.**
